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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant application is directed to a nonobviouness improvement over the 
invention described in patent number 4,718,1 15 to Inoue. The improvement comprises: 

an opto-electric converter for converting an optical signal transmitted from a 
remotely opposed transmitter into an electric signal; 

a fixed signal generation circuit for generating a fixed signal having a logic level 
fixed to 0 or 1 ; 

a switch for selectively outputting either the data signal reproduced by 
reproduction circuit or the fixed signal generated by said fixed signal generation circuit; 
and 

a control circuit for detecting an abnormal state of optical signal transmission and 
controlling said switch, said control circuit being adapted to output the fixed signal from 
said switch, when it detects the abnormal state while outputting the data signal from 
said switch. 

This patentable distinction is included in independent claim 1. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
